Valid Sunday 

Five more blue ration stamps 
for processed foods, and five 
more red stamps for meats and 
fats, all in War Ration Book 
Four, become good Sunday, July 
1, the Office of Price Administra¬ 
tion said today. 

Each of the stamps will be 
worth 10 points, making a total 
of 50 blue points and 50 red 
points, and all stamps that be¬ 
come good on July 1 can be used 
through October 31. 

The new blue stamps are J-l, 
K-l, L-1, M-l and N-l; Red, A-l, 
B-l, C-l, D-l and E-l. Stamps 
being retired this month are red 
stamps E-l through J2, and blue 
stamps N-2 through S-2, which 
will not be good after June 30. 

Sugar stamp 36, in War Ration 
Book Four, will continue good for 
five pounds of sugar through 
August 31.

Ration Points 
Raised on Fish 
and Margarine 

Ration point values for mar¬ 
garine and canned fish will be 
increased, those for cheese will be 
reduced, and nearly all meats will 
be unchanged during the ration¬ 
ing period beginning July 1 and 
ending July 28, the Office of 
Price Administration said today. 

While butter will remain un¬ 
changed, a two-point increase in 
the margarine point value, from 
12 to 14 points a pound, is nec¬ 
essary' because of the decreased 
supply and to improve distribu¬ 
tion. 

Rationed canned fish, with 
present point values ranging from 
four to nine points a pound, will 
be increased two and three points, 
depending upon the kind, because 
of reduced supplies for civilians.

Peas are a luxury crop in the 
Victory garden. Served garden- 
fresh, within half an hour after 
picking, they have tenderness and 
flavor which only the home garden¬ 
er can enjoy, because they lose it j 
so rapidly. 

Like sweet corn, their sugar! 
changes to starch rapidly after 
picking. For the space occupied, 
they yield a relatively small crop, 
because only the seeds of the plant 
are eaten. Care should be taken to 
get the most out of the space used, 
where garden space is limited. 

Where spring comes late, fol¬ 
lowed quickly by hot weather, only 
one crop of peas can be depended 
on, and this should be sown as 
soon as the soli 13 prepared. 
The best way to prolong the har¬ 
vest is to sow at the same time an 
early and a mldseason variety, plus 
a late variety in sections where 
there is time for it to mature be¬ 
fore hot weather. 

Seeds should be sown two inches 
Jeep and not closer than an inch 
apart in a single row, and double 
rows should have six inches be¬ 
tween them. Even dwarf peas bene¬ 
fit by having support, so brush or 
low fencing Is often set between 
double rows for the vines to 
climb. The semi-tall and tall vari¬ 
eties require support. 

Peas have a short harvest, and 
quickly lose quality when past their 
prime. They should be harvested 
before the pods begin to turn

Mail service to Yugoslavia and 
air-mall service to Belgium, Den¬ 
mark, France, Luxembourg, the 
Netherlands, Norway and Switzer¬ 
land will be resumed immediately, 
Postmaster Thomas R. Durning 
announced yesterday. 

Non-illustrated post cards, let¬ 
ters not exceeding two ounces in 
weight and printed matter up to 
one pound in weight may now be 
sent to Yugoslavia. The postage 
rates are three cents for the post; 
cards, five cents for each ounce 
or fraction for letters and 1 % 
cents for each two ounces or 
fraction for printed matter. 

Printed matter mailed to Yugo¬ 
slavia is restricted to periodicals 
and newspapers mailed directly 
by a publisher in this country to 
a publisher, agent or subscriber. 

Forwarding or remailing any 
article or printed matter for 
Yugloslavia is prohibited. Publi¬ 
cations containing technical data 
must comply with the licensing 
requirements of the foreign eco¬ 
nomic administration. Registra¬ 
tion, money order, air mail, and 
parcel post services are not avail¬ 
able at present. 

Effective at once, air-mail let¬ 
ters prepaid at the rate of 30 
cents per half ounce or fraction 
will be accepted for dispatch to 
Belgium, Denmark, France, Lux¬ 
embourg, Netherlands, Norway 


and Switzerland. The letters may 
not exceed two ounces in weight, 
except letters to the Netherlands, 
which may not exceed one ounce 
in weight.

commercial aspect plays as im¬ 
portant a role as did cattle in lieu , 
of coins in common exchange. , 
The forming of figures into clay j 
and sodium glazes has always 
had an intrinsic value and a mar¬ 
ket Fads have only temporary 
value relative to public whim. 
*TSe style of pottery may change, 
values may fluctuate, but what¬ 
ever is incorporated with labor 
and keeps abreast of style and 
demand, will always have value. 

When I said Sierra Madre pot¬ 
teries will hire some of our re¬ 
turning boys. this statement 
hinges upon the proposition that 
our potteries will constantly seek 
to improve their wares. 

Every Sierra Madrean potter or 
worker is conscious of effects 
upon our little industry with the 
termination of the war. No doubt 
European ware and Far Eastern 
ware will find a way into our 
shops and stores, and with the 
scaling down of our tariff, cheap 
outside labor, yet rich in experi¬ 
ence, will compete drastically 


with local potteries asleep on the 
opiate of a once war-time pros¬ 
perity. 

The problem, therefore, of our 
local ceramics industry is to bring 
up their standard of craftsman¬ 
ship and thus protect their busi¬ 
nesses and the jobs of 130 Sierra 
Madreans, and to make way for 
returning soldiers in an interest¬ 
ing field of work. This is the 
duty of any owner of a business. 
He organizes his labor, but the 
labor makes possible whatever he 
possesses. 

Much has been done here to 


Improve this new Sierra Madrean 
craft. The Suman Potteries are 
installing new and better equip¬ 
ment and spending money on re¬ 
search and continuously seeking 
new ideas to be incorporated in 
clay. Jade and jasper wares are 
in process at the McCarty Bros.’ 
small plant. Much Interest in 
porcelain or high-fire wares is 
evident both here and in Pasa¬ 
dena. Sierra Madre pottery is 
now being shipped all over Amer¬ 
ica, South America, Canada, Eng¬ 
land, and pieces have been seen 
in Honolulu. This is an expres¬ 


sion of an expanding market and 
good business. However, the 
point is to maintain these mar¬ 
kets. 

Sierra Madre has never been a 
town to encourage industry of 
any kind. However, there has 
never been shown any resentment 
of the arts or crafts, as this has 
been expressed time and again 
by many of our leading citizens 
who have pointed out that we are 
as proud of these efforts as is 
Claremont or Carmel of her "col¬ 
ony.” Alfred Dewey, our local 
landscape painter, has done much. 


as has Mr. Hawxhurst, to incu¬ 
bate what is now evident 

Already there has sprung up a 
feeling among local workers of 
pride in their work, of good, 
sound criticism in their judgment 
and in knowing fine craftsman¬ 
ship from mediocre. 

This is, if carried forward, the 
one thing which will defeat post¬ 
war competitive ware, or at least 
scale down repercussions from' 
foreign goods. Both employers I 
and employees must work to- 
! gether to divorce themselves j 
j from being labeled “makers of j 


Junk pottery.” Sierra Madre does 
not want its name on any label 
which smacks of glaze and clay 
which would make a school boy 
blush in shame. And if Sierra 
Madre is going to continue pro¬ 
ducing pottery, it must continue 
to improve its wares. 

The history of Dresden is a 
teeter-totter at its inception, but 
then marks the course of steady 
incline until it became a by-word 
for the fineness in the artcraft 
world. Wedgewood, Spode, and 
others show the same graphic 
line. These potteries never suf¬ 


fered from any so-called “fad’’ or 
the influx of foreign goods. Fine 
craftsmanship and fine art, in¬ 
corporated in the hands of fellow 
townsmen, was responsible for 
products which now even grace 
our museums. 

If one works to this end, even 
though he never arrive, he shall 
at least have made the effort and 
that in itself is its own reward. 

“He’s just an average man 
with a sense of humor.”—Prof.
